The date was fixed in a procla­ 
mation.

In his proclamation, the chief 
executive noted

Selective Service Act “will be re­ 
quired to insure vSctory, final and 
complete, over the enemies of the 
United States*” 
The registration will apply to 
all male citizens and somie non­ 
citizens born on or after February 
17, 18 9 7, and on o r before De­ 
cember 31, 19 21. 
It is to tak e 
place, not only in 
the 
United 
States, but also in Alask a, Hawaii 
. and Puerto Rico, between 
the 
hours of 7 a. m. and 9 
p. m. 
Provisions were made for regis­ 
tration before Februaiy 16 and 
aftei* that date 
in 
exceptional 
cases through arrangements with 
» elective service officials. 
Asks Full Co o peratio n 
The president, for the sak e of 
full cooperation with the selective 
service program, urged all em­ 
ployers and all government agen­ 
cies to give work ers sufficient 
time off to register. 
Selective service officials esti­ 
mate approximately 9 ,000,000 men 
would be enrolled at the registra­ 
tion, the first of tw'o or more 
such enrollments in prospect. 
Officials explained that those 
to be registered P'ebruary 16 were 
men 20 years old, those who have 
turned 21 since the registration 
last July, and men between 36 
and 4 4 . 
Recent legislation 
has 
made 
men between 20 and 44 years old 
liable for military service, and 
all between 18 and 64 eligible for 
some type of war duty. 
17 ,5 00,000 No w Enro lled 
About 17,500,000 men already 
have been enrolled 
under 
the 
Selective Service Act, and local 
draft boards have 
speeded 
up 
their 
classification. 
The 
local 
boards, 
assisted 
by 
additional 
'volunteer work ers, will 
be used 
to enroll the additional 25,000,000 
men. 
Congressional sources said men 
between 20 and 44, who hav’e not 
yet been 
registered 
under 
the 
selective service program, would 
be enrolled first. 
Later will come enrollment of 
m en between 18 and 20 and 44 
and 64. Many of the men in these 
groups, members of Congress said, 
could be trained for jobs as fire 
wardens, air raid spotters

Finland May 
Cease Activ e 
War On Russia 
Recovers Much 
Of Territory In 
Past Six Months 


LONDON, 
Jan. 
5.—(.T)—The 
Helsink i new'spaper Suomen So- 
sialidcmiok -Ratti said this morn­ 
ing the present time “seems a 
suitable opportunity to break off 
military operations” against Rus­ 
sia, Reuters reported today. 
Referring 
to 
Field 
Marshal 
Baron Karl Gustaf Mannerheim’s 
statement at the end of November 
that Finland’s Strategic goal al­ 
most had been reached, the new's- 
paper said the goal appeared now^ 
to ha\e been achieved as several 
impoitant towns had been occu­ 
pied Since that time. 
‘Since then our troops have not 
launched any 
offensive 
opera­ 
tions,” the paper added. “There­ 
fore it seems a suitable opportun­ 
ity to break off military opera­ 
tions at this point.” 
Meanw'hile, the central council 
of the B innish trade unions drew’’ 
the attention of Premier Juk ha 
Rangell to problems troubling the 
work ers. 
It said that although 
the work ing class loyally support­ 
ed the country, the wmrk ers relied 
on the government in continuing 
the w'ar to consider the strain on 
the Finnish people and their capac­ 
ity to endure it.
